CONTRACT 
BRIDGE 


By W. E. McKenney. 


Secretary, American Bridg 
League. . : 


In our previous articles we ex- 
plained that the One over One can 
be made with a four-card suit 18 
long as we have one and one-half 
quick-tricks. An additional feuture 


now recommended by the writer in. 


his system of contract bidding, to 
those employing the One over One 
in as follows: asia 
Supposing partner opens with 
one heart and you hold six or 
seven spades and one and one-half 
quick tricks. You can bid one 
spade, which is the One over, One, 
with the assurance that partner 
will keep the bidding open, but 
when you hold six or more of a 
sult and one and one-half quick 
tricks, we now recommend that you 
bid two spades instead of one, im- 
mediately informing partner that 
you have a Jong suit, that you do 
not think the hand will play at no 
trump, and that you do not need 
normal trump support. It is a for- 
cing bid in the same respect that 
the One over One is in that it re- 
quires partner to keep the bidding 
open at deast once--but in neither 


Tease is game promised. : 


“This information proves quite 
valuable in many hands especially 
where partner opened with a four- 
card suit and holds a five-card suit 
which he was going to show on the 
steond round, He can now keep 
this suit under cover {f he holds 
{wo or three of your trump and im- 
mediately jump ‘Into game, In 
this manner, you may get a very 
advantuyeous Tvad. : 

There are no great disadvant- 
ages if a simple One over One bid 
is made and a jump bid made on 
the second round. This two bid 
to show a six or seven-card suit is 
just an additional tactic that can 
be used on certain hands to great 
ndvantage. 

Denying Partner's Original Suit 

Bid With Two No ‘Trump. 

In our previous articles. on the 
MeKenney system of contract bid- 
ding we explained to you that part- 


ner muat keep. original bids open- 


with « hand holding as little as 
two queens. In other words, a bid 
of one no trump in response to 
partner's original suit bid of one 
is strictly a denial bid and warns 
partner that your hand is weak. 
You make the bid for the sole pur- 
pose of giving him another op- 
portunity to bid. 

When your hand contains dis- 
tributed strength with at least two 
to two and one-half quick tricks, 
you should jump partner's suit bid 
to two no trump. While it is not 
an absolute demand bid, there are 
very few hands where partner will 
ever pass, He will cither re-bid 
his suit, show another suit. or 
tuke you to three no trump. 

This bid is made to show part- 
ner a strong hand with no biddable 
suit and it stil gives. him’ an op- 
portunity ta show another sult aud 
keep you within the three no tramp 
zone. 

The only time that you jump 
partner’s original suit bid of one 
to three no trump is with an cs- 


‘pecially powerful hand that con- 


tains no suit with which you can’ 
foree. It informs partner that if he 
holds a trick better than a mini- 
mum, there may: be-a slam in the 
hand. It does not close the bidding 
and if partner has a second suit 
and 2 poor no trump distribution, 
he should show his second sult.

seems, however, that business men 
generally are inclined to look at 
the. situation in a less optimistic 
light. Mr. Bell says he does not 
imply that ‘business has been 
good—far from it; but that the 
Colony has not been #0 badly hit 
ns some other places: Some com- 
fort, of course, can be found in 
comparisons with centres. which 
have felt the crisis most; but it 
must be said that business men 
generally are by no menns satisfied 
with the position as we find it to- 
day, | It only needs the most casual 
vonversation with our commercinl 
lenders to discover that fact. 
Poasibly the best way in which to 
express the facts would be to say 
that the situation might be worse, 
but that it might also Be very much 
better. .

‘but the case for stabjlisation re- 
maing. precisely the same, despite 
tho fact that Britain has doserted 
that standard. Stabilisationists 
morely ask that the currency of 
this British Colony shall -bear a

fixed ‘relation to that of Britain, 
bolicving that tho introduction of 
such a fixed ratia would simplify 
business transactions. It is to- 
be noted that whilst in one breath 
Mr. Boll anys that the whole mer- 
cantile community agrees that 
Hongkong is economically a part 
of China and must remain on sil- 
ver as long as China does, ho con- 
cedes Inter in hid speech that sta- 
bilfsation would facilitate the con- 
duct of certain classes of business. 
There is thus not quite that ‘un- 
animity which {6 claimed amongst 
Colony’s business interests. 
However, argument on the point 
must remain largely academic, 
since there is now little ‘prospect 
of Hongkong parting with tradi- 
tion, y 

To revert to the general position 
of the Colony, whilst it is true 
that we have a great deal for 
which to be thankful, notably our 
immunity from unrest, nothing Is 
to be gained by over-painting the 
picture, Wo. are, without doubt, 
ati feeling the ‘effects of the 
worldwide depression, and we can- 
not hope to attain great prosperity 
until the causes underlying it-have 
been removed. So far as the Colony’s 
finances are concerned, the pre- 
ent relatively good showing must 
be taken in relation to the suspen- 
sion of development work and the 
incrensed taxation which has been 
imposed. These points must not 
be overlooked. Nor must we for- 
vot that ‘very little is done here 
offictally in the way of real social 
service. Did we bear responsibl- 
ities under thia heading which are 
common to most civilised centres, 
our position financially would be 
far less impressive than ff now if, 
We mention these, matters, not to 
counter the arguments of the 
optimists, but because we feel 
that there ix a need to face the 
“fnets and not be misled by nue 
porficialities,' As to the future, 
we have faith ‘and confidence in 
the recuperative capacities of the 
Colony. We believe it has a erent 
future if its affairs are wisely 
handled by the Government and 
our business interests. But that 
should not make us content with 
the present. Only by concentrat- 
hope to build for better 
ahead,

The Hoover Doctrine. 


We thought the “Hoover Doc- 
trine,” advanced as the new key- 
stone to international law, properly 
belonged to Mr. H. L. Stimson. 
Thore is no question but that the 
American, Secretary of State, in 
his declaration of January 7 last. 
bequeathed to world diplomncy a 
new doctrine which may. take rank, | 
if It dovelops into a rule of con- 
‘duct, with the Monroe Doctrine. 
The Hoover or Stimson Doctrine 
lay down the — policy that the 
United States will not recognize 
“ony situation, treaty, or agree- 
ment’ which may be brought about 
by means coutrary to tlic cove- 
nants and obligations of the Pact 
of Paria.” If the resolution of the 
League of Nations Assembly, reiter- 
ating this policy is translated into 
action, the policy will assume the 
.dimensions of a world doctrine, and 
the. Kellogg Pact will emerge with 
a considerably enhanced — vitality. 
The doctrine is novel only as ap- 
plled to the Pact of Paris. The 
iden behind {t has been invoked on 
severnt. occasions in the past to 
warrant the interference of a third 
party when ‘its righta have been 
endangered by a conflict’or the re- 
sults of a conflict, Dr. A. Lawrence 
Lowell, president of Harvard Uni- 
versity, writing in the current, issue 
of Forcign Affairs, instances action’ 
taken by the Congress of Berlin. 
He also shows that on two occa- 
sions, this doctrine has already 
been invoked at the expense of 
Japan, the nation that caused the 
Stimson declaration. While not 
passing judgment on these cases, 
he questions the application of the 
doctrine to the Pact of Paris, Dr. 
Lowell firat examines the question 
whether 
merely a common declaration of 
policy and intention. He seems in- 
clined to take the view that it is 
If such is his in- 
ference, It cortainly has the sup- 
port of all. the collateral ovidence.

wotld allay. President 
Lowell's contribution is extremely 
thought provoking. But one is 
faced with the question: What {a 
the alternative to the Stimson inter- 
pretation? To go back to the pris- 
tine self-declaratory meaning of the 
pact?, President Lowell would seem 
to think so. His activities in con- 
nexion with the boycott movement, 
however, would not arguc that he 
avishes to leave such affairs as the 
Far East crisis untouched, — It 
yrould seem much Jess dangerous to 
see to it that the aggressor nation 
whould be restrained from collect- 
ing the fruits of, military victory 
by withholding diplomatic recogni- 
tion of them. In the cases cited by 
President Lowell in which Japan 
has figured in the past, the mere 
threat of such a procedure, far from 
ushering ina period of uncertainty, 
sufficed to produce the desired re- 
sult in the abandonment of those 
apoils to which objection was taken, 
And if this did not induce an im- 
medinte restraint, the dispute that 
would then remain open between 
tho spoils collector and ita co- 
signatories of the pact would seem 
to be much more susceptible to sct- 
tlement after the atmosphere had 
been cleared of belligerency.

SMOOTH TYRES. 


Dangerous During 
Rainy Weather. 


Without tyres -having a deep, 
heavy tread safe driving during 
rainy weather is virtually —impos- 
sible. And this equipment must he 
on all four wheels to he com- 
pletely effective. 

Tyres which have become worn 
so that the treads are smooth, xhid 
badly. Moreover, the loss of trac- 
tion because of smooth tyre treads 
is enormous, Binco the friction upon 
the roadway is reduced to a 
minimum.

Will Cars be Fast 
Enough for Them? 


- EXPERT'S VIEW. 


Ronda will improve ap rapldly in 
the next four yenrs that cars will 
not be fast enourh for them. This 
in a posalbility—in fact a warning 
~-ndvaneed by Mr. Victor Riley, 
the well-known. motor manufac- 
turer. 


Unlikely 2a it.may seem at the 
moment, one his only to note. the 
yast atrides which have recently. 
been made in road construction to 
realize thnt, before the century Ss 
much older, almost every main road 
in Britain will be as wide - and 
straight as the present arterial 
highways, When that. time comes, 
90 per cent. of cara will be too slow 
for the ronds, unless corresponding 
strides have been made In motor- 
car design. 


Provided that roads are wide and 
straight, and have a rough, non- 
skid tarmne surface, speed is not 
dangerous in itaclf. Mr. Riley says: 
“Modern requirements’ call for 
speed, but speed without safety, 
comfort and cconomy is useless, 
just as in the future safety, comfort 
and economy will be useless without 


speed.” 


It would be eusy, of course, to 
obtain the required speed of the 
future by using larger engines, but 
whether or no taxation is by horse- 
power, this must inevitably mean 
increased expense.

The moat interesting feature of British motor-car produce 
tion.ia the steadily increasing popwlarity of low horse-power 
cars, and the view ta .held by an English authority that the 

present production year {8 going to be a amall-car year. 
| ee amEEEEEemmel 


‘It is considered probable that 
the current production year may 
show a further increase'in the 
number of commercial cars, due 
to the continued growth of motor 
‘bus transportation in competition 
with the railways, and to the deve- 
lopment of long-distance freight 
hauling by motor trucks. 


The decrease in British motor 
production last year was tho re- 
sult of ‘the gencral economic slump, 
aggravated by incrense in the 
prices of pétrol and oil, and the 
imposition of income tax on a 
lower range of incomes which had 
frequently been exempt. On the 
‘other, hand, British motor manu- 
fncturers arc anticipating In- 
creased export sales, particularly 
in the Dominions. 

The reason for the popularity of 
the British small car is to be 
found in the ¢conomic penaltics 
imposed on high horse-powor cars 
in that country. To begin with 
the British motorist has to pay 
£1 a horse-power (British Trea- 
sury rating) a year tax on his cur. 
Jn addition, the lower petrol con- 
sumption and saving on tho price 
of tyres is a further stimulus to 
the snie of small cars in Great 
Britain. | 


New Small Models. 


By small cara is meant those of 
16 horse-power and under. At 
the Inst annual motor show 12 
British manufacturers displayed 
small models, and five others added 
new modela to their amall car 
range, 


But even the,15 horse-power car 
ia beginning to be considered o 
high-powered’ motor in England. 
For the last five years, in fact, 
the emphasts in the small car 
field has been on the nine horse- 
power vehicle, rather than the 10 
to 1h horae-power engine. | 


The present tendency indicates 
that there will be an increased 
sale of cars of not more than eight 
horse-power, and a decline in the 
gale of higher-powercd motors. 
Cars of. 10 horse-power and less 
formed 45 per cent. of tho 
sales for the’ first few months 
of the present production year, 
which: will end in September, 
those of 11 and 12 horse-power 13 
per cent. and all ‘others 42 per 
cent. : 


For the last production year the 
figures were, respectively, 36, 17, 
and 47 per cent. Another indica- 
tion of the growth of small car 
unles in Great Britain is shown by 
the decline in the importation of 
curs into that country.

Order by Deduction. - 


To the motorist, a filling-station 
attendant [s just a robot who Rocs 
about the operations of replanish- 
ing tho tank and looking at the oll 
‘and water without a thought in his 
head. The motorist {s mistaken, 
writes D. Compton-Joins. The 
monotony of the attondant’s job 
forces him to relieve the tedium by 
a mental game of guessing. 

The game is, of course, to size 
up the car and its occupants and 
from there observations to deduce 
the order. It is a very diverting 
game, 

Whilo waiting for the completion 
of a repair job the other afternoon 
I checked a filling-station nttend- 
ant’s guesses. He attended to 45 
customers of all types and hia 
-gueases were absolutely correct on 
86 occasions, 2 remarkable feat, 
considering the chances of error. 
He made no attempt to forecast the 
brand of petrol that would be or- 
dered. His guesses embraced the 
amount of petrol and oil required 
and whether attention to water 
and air would be requested, 


When a big chauffeur-driven cur 
draws up outside a pump the at- 
tendant anticipates an order for us 
much petrol as the tank will hold 
and ns much oil and water as are 
neoied. This.type of dtiver rarcly 
requests air for the tyres. The 
chauffeur tests the tyres 98 9 
routine job. 


The driver of a battered car, on 
the other hand, frequently asks for 
air, unless he is of the bashful type 
who thinks his order of three 
gallons Is not large enough to war- 
rant a demand for freo air. 
attendant judges this from 
cast of the driver's features.

Owners of battered cars’ order 
petrol in lots of two and three gal- 
tons, and the smaller the order the 
less likely ia the owner to say any- 
thing about oil. So far as the fill- 
ing station attendant {a concerned 
most old cars seem to run perpe- 
tually without oil. The owner of 
one ancient machine that stopped 
for petrol while I was there asked 
for oi! as nn after-thought.

The effect‘ of this, Ordinance is 
to delete from the Employers and 
Servants Ordinance, 1902, those 
provisions which applied © penal

the ordinary law of contract but 
the summary procedure before a 
magistrate, in respect of waxes 
and breach of the contract. provid-

Property Slump.

The state of the country is none 
the less very disquieting. Unem- 
ployment in the towns is wide- 
spread, and there is'no system of 
regular State relief, only distribu- 
tions of bread by the municipali- 
tics and assistance from a large 
private fund under the patronaye 
of Madame Horthy, the wife of the 
Regent. 


In the countryside the lack of a 
market for agricultural produce 
and the consequent very low prices 
have caused grent distress amongst 
the pensantry and bitter discon- 
tent, ‘The Government .can rely 
upon a strong and well armed, 
police force.

vhitect, made an attack .on the 
sporadic building which, he sald, 
had taken place on the Sussex 
coast between Brighton and Sen- 
ford, when he addressed the 
Universities Congress of the Nu- 
tional Union of Studentsa at Ox- 
ford on the future of town-plan- 
ning. oy , 


“] was never more shocked in 
my life,” he said, “than when [| 
anw that disgraceful collection of 
nbominable buildings, They have 
been erected without a shred of 
imagination, without a shred of 
discrimination in the Jay-out of the 
land, and without a shred of re- 
gard for the amenities or the re- 
lntion of one house to another or 
one rond to’ another, 


“It would be a mercy If the 
whole area was swept away and 
buried in the depths of the sea. 
It ig a disgrace to the country, o 
disgrace to the owners of the 
land, and a disgrace to the people 
who have gone to. live there. I 
find it difficult to — speak with 
moderation of the kind of dig- 
graceful building which Is going 
on around our country places.” 


Referring to the building of 
housca on the frontages of our big 
motor roads, Dr. Unwin said he 
believed that to say it was ccono- 
mical to build on road frontages 
was all moonshine, It was sheer 
extravagance and highly dangerous 
to human life.

right. When ho got to the second 
floor, he discovered a Chinese aaleep 
there, Picking up a atick, which 
was lying at hand, he woke up this 
man and hit him-a single blow on 
the leg. Tho man took fright and 
jumped out-of the window. Ho was 
picked up in n serious condition and 
taken to the Kowloon Hospital 
avhere he later died. - . 

Dr. J. Mackie, of tho Kowloon 
Hospital, testified that at about 
2,40 a.m. on May 2, a young Chin- 
ese was brought to the hospital in 
a serious condition. He died -at 
about 6 a.m. Death was duc to shock 
and internal haemorrhage, 

Lam Ngan, .the step-mother of 
the deceased, anid he was a bad gon 
‘and always stole her clothes and 
jewellery to pawn. At the time of 
his denth, deceased was unemployed, 

Ko Ping, the step-brother of the 
deceased, sald he Identified the body 
‘na that of his step-brotler, Yuen 
Fook, who, ho snid, was a bad- 
tempered man, and had not been 
home for three weeks prior to hia 
denth. 

‘Jushiro Tajima, a Japanese shoe 
maker, described the events which 
led to the death of the deceased, 
He stated he had just removed into 
No. 45 Halphong Road -when this 
accident occurred.

GOLF BALL — 


"COURT SETS ASIDE 
JURY'S’ AWARD 


seeident in tho 
playground of Wellingborough 
School, Northamptonshire,’ was 
the aubject of an appeal which 
came before Loria Juatices Scrut- 
ton, Greer, and Romer In .he 
Court of Appeni. - 

On July 16, 1929, Stephen Irran- 
ely Langham, of York-road, Rush- 
don, ‘a boy at the school, was 
struck in: the oye by a golf ball 
which had been chit with a. stick 
by another schoolboy in tho play- 
ground, Asn result Langham 
Practically lost the. sight of one 
tye, Through his father, he sued 
the Governors of the school and 
Mr. P. A. Fryer, the Headmaster. 
The action was hoard at North- 
ampton Assizcs. ; 

Langham’s case was that the 
Governors and Headmaster did 
not exercise proper superviaion, 
and that they know, or ought to 
have known, that the boya were 
fn the habit of knocking golf balls 
about in the playground. 

The defence was that the uae 
of golf balls in the precincts of 
the school was prohibited. The 

Governors further said that the 
control of the school was in the 
hands of the Headmaster. 

The jury found In favour of the 
Governors and awarded Langham 
and his father £296 against Mr, 
Fryer, who now appealed. 

Mr. M. Healy, K.C., and Mr. C. 
L. Henderson (instructed — by 
Messrs. Roscoe and Hincka), 
agents for Messrs. J. T. Parker 
nnd Son, Wellingborough)  ap- 
peared for Mr, Fryer, and Mr. J. 
F, Enles, K.G, and Mr. J. F. Stim- 
son (instructed ‘by Messra, Wil- 
before, Allen and Bryant for the 
Langhams, . 

“School Rule. 

Mr. Healy stated that the 
grounds of appeal were misdirec- 
tion by the judge and that the 
verdict was against the weight of 
evidence. There was a rule in the 
schoot that no hard balls should 
be uaed, and unless there was a 
duty on the Headmaster to sec 
that the boys did not use- golf 
balls, it sas ampossible to con- 
eelve any meang by which the ac- 
cident could have been prevented. 

Lord Justice Romer: Unless you 
search the boys every day when 
they come to schvol to see what 
they have In their pocket [ don’t 
see how you can detect the presence 
of golf balls. . 

Mr, Eales arysued that a golf ball 
and a stick in the hands of a 
schoolboy in an asphalted play- 
ground were an exceedingly daon- 
ygerous combination. 

Lord Justice Scrutton: Oh yea. 
1 remember an occasion when, 
after a golf match between ‘actors 
and members of the Bar, the train 
was late and they had a competi- 
tion to see who could drive over. & 
signal-box from the asphalt plat- 
form. The result was that the 
platform was filled with terrified 
passengers crouching for safety 
against whatever protection they 
could find. (Laughter). ~ 

Lord Justice Scrutton, giving 
judgment, stated that the injured 
boy said he had never known a 
golf ball to be hit in the play- 
ground before. There was no 
avidence. to justify the jury find- 
ing that the Headmaster waa neg- 
Higent. Tho judgment muat be 
set aside and the appeal allowed 
with costs. 

Lords Justices 
concurred.

-LABOUR PARTY AND 
THE LLP. 


. DIFFERENCES REMAIN’ 


So far aa it is possible at the 
moment to judge the uncertain 
currents of feeling in tho Labour 
movemont, tho discussions and 
votes at the Easter conference of 
the . Independent Labour Party 
havo not helped to ‘bridge’ tho 
differences with the National 
Executive of the Labour Party on 
tho question of tho atanding orders 
and party discipline. On tho sur- 
face the threo votes on the alter- 
native proposals’ of disaffiliation, 
continued affillation without con- 
ditions, and conditional affiliation 
suggest a condition of extreme con- 
fuaton in the ranks of the LL.P., 
but the outstanding fact 1a that 
out of over three hundred delegates 
only 98 were. willing to contem- 
plate continued association with 
the Labour Party on the present 
basis, whfie 144, or nearly - half, 
desired to cut adrift qt once, with- 
out any further attempt to reach 
an agreement, Tho final vote, 
giving a result of 260 against 53 
for continued affiliation pending 
further negotiations, was largely 
determined by tactical conaidern- 
tions.” v 

Tho discussion confirmed that: 
opinion in the I.L.P. Js now almoat 
entirely hostile to the standing 
order which insists that members 
of the Parliamentary Labour Party 
muat not vote in deflance of a 
party decision, On the other hand. 
the attitude of the National 
Executive, which refuses to modify 
the requirement, has grown 
stcadily more determined and there 
{a Ilttle prospect that in tho new 
negotiations which have been ask- 
ed for by the LL.P. leaders will 
give them what they want. 

The conference has, indeed, given 
the Labour Party -Executive ad- 
ditional reasons for refusing to 
budge. The opening address of 
the Chairman, Mr. Fenner Brock- 
way, and the support given to the 
demand of Mr. Maxton for im- 
mediate disaffillation showed clear- 
ly that the cleavage on general 
policy has become more pronounced 
since the break-up of the Labour 
Government. Affiliation is desired 
not because there {s compatibility 
of aim and methods, but only in 
so far an it will enable the LLP. 
lenders to work ceaselessly from 
inside against the official party 
‘policy to which they are hostile, 
and permit their members in Par- 
liament to vote against the party 
when they think fit. The desire 
has to be related to the revolution-. 
ary policy which Mr. Brockway and 
Mr, Muxto, with strong support in 
the ‘conference; set forth in op- 
position to the reformiat aims of 
the Labour Party Executive. To 
somo extent this support has {ts 
origin in an emotional impatience 
arising from the failure of the 
Labour Government to attempt any 
drastic Socialist legislation, but 
the movement ‘in the LL.P.  to- 
warda a policy of “seizing” power 
by some undefined ' revolutionary 
method has been in progress for 
severn) years. It has been quick- 
ned and extended by the events of 
the paat few months, and {fit 
continues it must sooner or later 
mean o break with the Labour 
Party. If this were the. only 
dificulty confronting the party 
Executive they might regard it 
Mghtly, but tho movement to the 
extreme left has its counterpart In 
another movement to the right, 
with the -new National Labour 
Party as ita focus. The Prime 
Minister’s adherents are only just 
beginning their propaganda cam- 
paign, and it will be some time 
before its effect can be seen. A 
long period of embarraseed_ un- 
certainty for the’ Labour Party 


J lenders, both on the political and

Horr Bindorberger, who Is an 
expert with the divining rod. has 
gone over a tract of land which he 
declares contains three corridors 
of .underground tombs. In the 
centre corridor ia a chamber con- 
taining an iron coffin enclosing a 
allver coffin, which, in ita turn, on- 
closes a gold coffin. ae 

It js known that threo. coffins 
made from these metals were 
buried in Attilo’s tomb. Herr Bin- 
derberger states that the size of 
the buried coffin is two metres 
fifteen centimetres by one metre. 

Although the archaeologists are 
sceptical about Attila’s tomb hav- 
Ing been situated in Austria, Herr 
Binderborger has procured a per- 
mit to begin excavations.

TO LIBERALS 


NO STEPS TO DISRUPT ' 
GOVERNMENT 


Viscount Grey, re-elected Pre- 
sident of tha Liberal Council at 
tho annual mecting in London, ex- 
pressed his approval of Liberal 
Ministers remaining in ‘the Gov- 
ernment. : me 


.“The National Government,” he 
sald, “has attained very consider- 
sable success. Our financial credit 
is restored. ‘It standg high at the 
presont moment, partly because, I 
am sorry to say, the financlal erc- 
dit of so many countries is low. 


“tne Budget has been balanced 
but we aro not out of the wood yo 


balanced by taking into account on 
the assets side some souces of re-| 
venue which will not recur, and 49 
good doal of the revenue is levied 
on national capital, 


“That leads to the -conclusion 
that the country Is still spending 
mors than It can alford. Any re- 
laxation of effort on the part of 
the Nations] Government or any 
reversal of policy would bring us 
very quickly to the brink of the 
abyss to which we had come laat 
autumn, and from which the coun: 
try then recoiled.” 


In his view, they should remain 
supporters of the National Govern- 
ment and resist anything which 
would disrupt that Government 
and'throw them 
policy of reckless expenditure, 


National Interest. , 


“That, surely,” Lord Grey con- 
Unued, ‘is justification for Lord 
Snowden, Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir 
Donald Maclean, and Sir Archibald 
Sinclair remaining members of the 
Government, it being understood 
that on fiscal matters they have 
free hand and can maintain. the 
Free Trade argumenta and prin- 
ciples as they have done in Parlia- 
ment lately. si 

“] think their staying in the 
Government is not -only to the 
nutional interest, but in the in- 
tereats of Free Trade. 

“T am quite clear that the coun- 
try is still-under the influence of 
‘he crisis through which it has 
passed, and to tie Free Trade up 
with opposition to the National 
Government sould, in the country, 
handicap the cause of Free Trade. 

“[ would strongly urge that it 
would be a mistake that the dif- 
ference of opinion should be nress- 
ad ton point at which it would 
causo disruption to the Liberal 
Party. We have had enough dis- 
ruption of the Liberal Party.” 

Dealing with the fiscal issue, 
Lord Grey said that the funda- 
mental arguments put forward by 
Tord Snowden and Sir Herbert 
Samuel were not answered in de- 
hate but evaded. In his view the 
Tarif Bill would not produce the 
results . which.. had been claim- 
ed for it. “I am. quite 
content it should be regarded as 
an experiment to be judged by re- 
sults, and we are perfectly. prepar- 
ad to ablde by results.” 


“Mistake to Leave.” 


“] remain a supporter of the Na- 
tional Government.  I-think the 
tariff? experiment will not succeed 
and will do harm. I feel wo ought 
‘o go on supporting the National 
Government, but make it clenr we 
still hold to our Free Trade views 
and Free Trade ough still to be 
maintained in argument. 


“{ hope the general senso of the 
Liberal Party will be that as 
things are at the present time it 
would be a mistake for those mem- 
hers of the National Government 
who are Liberals to lenve it so 
long as they are given a free hand 
to ndvocate what they think right, 
nnd as long as the National Gov- 
ernment docs not fall into the 
hieher Protectionists who press 
things to a point which would 
make tolerance impossible. 


“tt would be a thousand pities 
and a great misfortune if any- 
thing were dono at the Imperial 
Conference at Ottawa which would 
nrevent the British Government 
from using her whole influence to 
nromote ff possible ‘Free Trade 
with other countries and,-at any 
rate, to lower tariffs.”

MR. LLOYD GEORGE IN A |

London, May 6. 


Mr. Lloyd George was ‘in re- 
miniscent mood to-day when for 
the first time in ten-yenrs he ad- 
dreased the represontatives of the 
World Press. He declared that 
economically conditions were actual- 
ly worse at the present time than 
they were after the world war. 


He recalled the agreement with

had never yet been held and until 
these problems, together with the 
questions of War Debts and Re- 
parations had been solved by cour- 
ageous Jendership, there could be no 
recovery, The nations: 

It was for the 
Press to quicken the nations to 
grapple with these terrible, pro-

England Looks Up. | 


Commenting on the financial 
position in England, Str Neill said 
that since he had left there in 
January, there had been'a remark- 
able change for the better. 

“England, in common with tho 
rest of the world, {s still suffering 
from the money famine” he sald, 
“While money Is so scare, the 
price of commoditiea must stay at 
their present low level, and I see 
no relief for some time to come 
yet. 

“Reparations are the cause, more 
than anything else, of the present 
dgpression, and one can only hope 
that some solution may be found at 
the Lausanne conference, at which 
the question of reparations will be 
discussed. 

“The financial position in Hong- 
kong is n grent deal happier than 
in a great many other countries, 
und 1 do not think you will ex- 
perience the difficulties here that 
the rest of the world has had to 
contend with,” he said. ‘ 


Romantic History. 


The British North Borneo Com- 
pany has had a most remarkable 
history. The territory under the 
jurisdiction of the company, which 
was incorporated by Royal Charter 
in 1881, comprises the whole of the 
northern portion of the island of 
Borneo. The principal stations of 
the Company are at Sandakan, 
Lauhad Datu, and Tawau. At each 
of these there are excellent’ har- 
bours, especially at Sandakan, 
which is the headquarters of ad- 
ministration. 


The greater part of the country 


is at present covered with jungle, 
but the soil has been found to be 
well adapted for thé growth of 
practically all tropical products, 
more particularly rubber, tobacco, 
cocoanuts, sugar, coffec, sago, 
tapioca and pepper. 

The first English settlements 
werd made in North Borneo in 
1609, although the islands were 
visited by Europeans as carly as 
1822, 

Once Pirate Lair. 


A British settlement was formed 
under the Enst India Company in 
1762, but it was attacked by 
pirates in 1775 and was removed. 
In 1877 the Sultans of Brunei and 
Sulu ceded to a syndicate formed by 
Baron Overbeck and Sir Alfred 
Dent the greater portion of 
territory now known as the State 
of North Borneo. This syndicate’s 
rights were acquired in 1881 by 
the British North Borneo Pro- 
visional Association, and were 
transferred by that body in 1882
